Hartford  is  at  the  junction  of  two  interstate  highways,  184  and  191. 
East  and  West  arrivals  (184)  should  take  the  Main  Street  Exit  and  turn  South. 
HPL  is  at  500  Main  Street.   North  and  South  arrivals  (191)  should  take  the 
Capitol  Area  Exit,  which  will  lead  you  onto  a  highway  which  passes  underneath 
the  Library  Building. 

Parking:  On  Saturdays  there  is  free  on-street  parking  around  the 
Library,  plus  a  small  parking  lot  behind  the  Library  building.  If  you  want 
better  security  for  your  car,  there  is  a  parking  garage  under  Traveler's 
Plaza  one  block  north  of  the  Library.  The  Traveler's  Insurance  Building  next 
to  it  is  the  tallest  structure  in  the  city/  and  can't  be  missed.
